A  Few  Words  From  George 

My  little  catalog's  are  so  widely 
known  in  this  community  now  and 
I  take  it  for  granted  that  you  all 
read  my  little  life  story  but  I  have 
only  lived  one  life  so  what  shall  I 
write  this  year?  Nothing  exciting 
has  happened  to  me  this  past  year 
so  I  shall  again  give  you  the  high¬ 
lights  of  my  life — perhaps  there  is 
someone  who  has  not  heard  it — I 
doubt  it.

I  worked  on  a  farm 
the  first  year  here  for  $20.00  per 
month.  The  next  year  I  rented  my 
father’s  farm  located  21/2  miles 
east  of  Marshall  where  I  remained 
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for  fifteen  years.  I  batched  for  eight 
years  until  I  married  a  girl  from 
Chatfield,  Minnesota,  and  I  have 
never  had  to  batch  since. 

Fourteen  years  ago  I  became 
very  religious.  I  bought  a  church 
parsonage  to  live  in  and  rented  the 
old  Catholic  church  in  which  to  car¬ 
ry  on  my  seed  business.  Seed  corn 
was  the  principal  seed  although  I 
had  six  sacks  of  grass  seed  but  car¬ 
ried  three  of  them  over  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year.  Business  has  improved 
so  much  so  that  seed  is  shipped  in 
here  by  the  carload  and  sold  by  the 
sack  today.  Ten  years  ago  I  began 
handling  bulk  garden  seed.  This  de¬ 
partment  grew  faster  than  field 
seed  due  to  never  losing  a  customer 
after  once  I  induced  them  to  buy 
their  seeds  in  bulk. 

The  pretty  packages  with  bright 
colored  vegetables  on  the  envelope 
have  become  a  thing  of  the  past  to 
all  thrifty  buyers.  How  do  you  know 
but  what  the  seed  in  those  pack¬ 
ages  is  ten  years  old?
